While all this was going on Captain 
Ward wa« directing the passengers, and 
trying to keep them from panic.

succeeded only partially, as many of 
the terrified people rushed to the rail- 
ings and jumped overboard. 
Some of 


these were 
picked up; others were 


ilrowned. 


That the steamer sank almost Imme- 


diately after striking is the report 
of a majority of those rescued. Some 
of the passengers say that she instantly 
listed forward, and that iu live minutes 
she went down, while others declare 
that she stayed afloat for half an hour 
after she struck. 
The confusion oc- 


casioned by such an incident is intense, 
uud it is not surprising to find that there 
is a lack of unanimity as to t'ae "length

There are several conflicting stories 


concerning the fate of Captain Ward.

Instantly all was confusion. 


Many of the passengers had assembled 
on the del!-: to sec the harbor as the ship j 
passed in, and the women seemed to J 
lose all control of themselves. They j 
screamed pileously, anil the men, crew 
and paseuger^, apparently, were flazcd 
by the suddenness of the calamity. My 
attention was claimed by the ship, how- 
ever, and 1 saw at once she was badly 
punctured. 
When she struck she be- 


gan settling by the head, and in a short 
time went down. When 1 saw all hope 
of saving the vessel was lost, I turned 
to and aided the officers and crew in 
saving the passengers. 
The Chinese 


were even more panic-stricken than the 
white won-.en.

deck howling frantically, and some of 
them jumped overboard in their f'reuij.

four For Conviction After Twenty- 
Three Hours' Deliberation — Death

New York, Feb. 23.—Dr. Samuel S. 


Kennedy, under indictment for thr-mur- 
der of DoUy Heyuolds, is again in tha 
tombs, in the cell formerly occupied by 
Roland B. Molineux, the jury in the 
second trial of this celebrated case hav- 
ing disagreed. 


By the disagreement, tlie prisoner is 


further u-inuved fioiu the death chair, 
to which he was once sentenced.

may be released ou bail pending a third 
trial, which will be -held at an early 
date in the court of general sessions. 


Mrb. Kennedy a reived early at tho 


criminal court building, accompanied 
by her father and mother, Mr. and Mrs. 
Samuel W. Eaton: her father-in-law. 
Dr. Kennedy, and other friends. They 
went to tbe matron's room, where Mrs.

Spool Mill Fnttnj; Tip 


At the present rate of the manufac- 


ture of spools and other articles the 
immense white birch forests of Maine 
cannot last many years. Althmyh the 
birch ferests are extensive tho fact 
that 17 spool mills and a larjje number 
cf so called novelty mills are eating up 
the timber at the rate of from 35,000,- 
000 to 40,000,000 feet annually excites 
the apprehension of foresters and man- 
ufacturers. The spool mills use about 
32,000 cards or 16,000,000 feet of birch 
annually, turnlar out 800,000,000 spools, 
each spool large enough to carry 200 
yarfls ef thread. The amount of thread 
that could be wouad upon these 800,- 
000,000 spools would reach 3.600 times

There will b« no gas Investigation by 


the-legislature this year. The work of 
Kepresentative McFbxsrson and 
Mr. 


Lawson has failed in producing re- 
sults. Mr. McPherson's order for an 
investigation was thrown aside, a sub- 
stitute order by Representative Saun- 
ders was voted down and an. order 
kaown as the Luce order may be 
adopted. The McPherson and Saunders 
orders called for an investigation; the 
Luce order calls for inquiry into mat- 
ters of legislation in the hope of hit- 
ting upon a measure to be made law to 
control such large incorporated con- 
cerns as Mr. Whitney's gas and coke 
company. The legislature seemed to be 
o£ the opinion that an investigation 


• would' reveal little, that even if it did 
reveal considerable nothing could be 
done about it and that the better way 
was to frame a law to remedy the 
situation that is alleged by the support 
ers of an invesigation,

A restrcoin 1'or women employees is 


the latest thing in New York skyscrap- 
ers. 
There are girls by the score in 


these big buildings. Most of them are 
stenographers, bookkeepers and type- 
writers. 
It is not at all common for 


100 of them to be employed in a single 
office building. 
Given 100 girls, and 


there's no end to the things that might, 
could or would happen to them. 
The 


restroom, says the New York Sun, is 
for the purpose of meeting these pos- 
sible emergencies. 


The best example of one of these 


rooms is in a building in William 
street. There are 130 girls employed in 
the offices in this building. 
On the 


seventh floor are two large rooms and 
an alcove which are set apart for the 
comfort and convenience of these girls.

First.—Examine the form and features 


of nil human figures. If graceful and 
features distinct, examine the drapery. 
Notice whether the folds lie naturally 
and observe, whether the fine strands of 
the hair are plain and distinct. 


Second.—Examine the lettering. In a 


genuine bill it is absolutely perfect. 
There has never been a counterfeit put 
out but was more or less defective in the 
lettering. 


Third.—Counterfeiters rarely if evef 


get the imprint or engraver's name cor- 
rect. The shading in the background of 
the vignette and over and around the let- 
ters forming the name.of the bank on a 
good bill is even and perfect; on a coun- 
terfeit it is uneven and imperfect. 


Fourth.—The die work around the fig- 


ures of the denomination should be of 
the same character as the ornamental 
work surrounding it. 


Fifth.—Never take a bill deficient in 


any of these points.—Weekly Bouquet

developed, none of the cases- should 
prove fatal, but that it was too early 
to tell the outcome in some of the cases 
Mr. Underwood's condition is consid- 
ered most serious, while Mr. •• and Mrs. 
Morrison and Mrs. Browne are among 
those most badly hurt.

The accident happened 
while the 


party were returning frc-m a social af- 
fair at Williamstown, where they had 
passed the evening. 
The party was 


driving in one of Arnum & Kearn's 
large truck teams, camp chairs being 
placed 
in the 
wagon. The wagon 


slued on the ice on the dangerous hill 
on the back road just at the line be- 
tween this city and Wiiliamstown, just 
above the point where the electric road 
tracks cross the highway. At the point 
where the accident happened, the car 
tracks1 run on private property about 
20 feet below the highway. The entire 
party was thrown over the bank onto 
the tracks. The members, of the party 
were pinned under the heavy team, 
the sides of which had to be broken

The boy who was killed was the 


youngest of the party. He was sitting 
with his back to one of the sideposts 
of the team, and when found 
after 


the accident, the body was lying with 
the head on one of the tracks. It is be- 
lieved that the fall of the team threw 
his head back against the post of ^ie 
team, breaking his neck. 


Attended a Birthday Party 


The local people drove to Williams- 


town early in the evening, to attend a 
party at the home of Mr. and Mrs. A. 
J. Daniels on Southworth avenue in 
Williamstown, in honor of Mrs. Dan- 
iels' birthday. There were others pres- 
ent fi'om South Williamstown and the 
party was a merry one. There were 16 
who drove over from here. They were 
Mr. and Mrs. Underwood and daugh- 
ter, Miss Edith Underwood, Mr. and 
Mrs. I. S. Browne and dauhgters, Misses 
Mary and Nellie, Mr. and Airs. Nelfon 
Morrison, Frank Wood, Miss Char- 
lotte Whippla. Howard Lewis of Bray- 
tonvillc, Arthur Kearn, Ralph Under- 
wood, Mrs. Harry C. Browne and Peter 
Dupree, who drove. 


Thirteen In Party on Return 


Th« party lasted 
till 
about 
1.30 


o'clock, it being nearly 2 when the 
guests left the house. Three of the 
local guests, Miss Mary Browne, Ralph 
Underwood and Mrs. Harry Browne, 
remained in Williamstown, leaving 13 
in the return party. 


Going 'over, the state road had been 


chosen, but as the team was on wheels 
instead of runners, it was decided to 
return by the back road; where it was 
thought the going1 would not be so 
hrrd on the horses. The large black 
••-.iir. "f truck hoi-JMjs were driven. 


The Accident 


It was a jolly party on the return trip 


and marJy songs were sung. "Carry the 
i-pv.5 to Mary" was being sung as the 
scam started to descend the hill just 
\\vst of thf point where the street car 
track is crossed. 


The spring just above the place of 


the accident has run over the road, 
making it in some places smooth ice, 
which has been partially covered with 
mow. 


The team was going at a slow trot, 


when suddenly the wagon slued. Mr. 
Dup'ree, the driver, whose story is told 
below, does not know whether anything 
was struck or not. He had no time to 
turn the horses, but the animals in- 
«tantly turned of their own accord to- 
\.ards the north side of the road. The 
rear of the wagon went around, strik- 
"ng the fence that protects the road 
from the embankment. Not one ofl those 
n the team had time to escape. 
The distance to the car tracks below 


;s from 15 to 20 feet, and ncne of those 
n the accident can remember anything 
till after the terrible fall. 


The wagorl overturned, and pinned 


down the members of fhe party, Mr. 
Dupree, who was on the driver-s seat, 
being the only one who fell clear od 
the wagon. The horses struggled hard 
'o save themselves, but were drawn 
•;fter the wagon and fell on the tracks 
•lo»e to it, the wag-on tongue being 
broken off, and the harness torn! into 
*mall pieces by their struggles. One of 
the horses struck its foot on Miss Nel- 
' 
!»- Rrowne, cutting a deep gash in her 
thigh. 


Mr. Dupree'* Effort* 


Mr. Dupree, tha driver, was the firFt 


to lecover himself, and his first ef- 
L' rts were dlrectei to saving the others 
In spite 'of the fact that he was him- 
self suffering from broken ribs, bruises 
and a gash under the chin, he succeed- 
ed in raising the wagon nough »r> that 
those underneath could get out, some 
of the posts being broken off to allow 
them to crawl out.

Quick Help From Neighbor* 


The first one to learn of the accident 


was William Uncles of Blackinton, 
\vho was driving home with his wife. 
He heard the cries for help, and quick- 
ly going for men to help him eare for. 
the injured, 
He returned with 
his- 


brother and James Doinin. Those liv- 
ing near the accident were roused, anC 
ail lent what aid they could. Among 
those who assis-tud the injured were 
William Rowland, Mrs. Green and her 
son,, Mr. and Mr». Limon and 
their 


sens, and others. The injured 
ones 


were carried to the home of William 
Eowland, which is near the scene of 
the accident, and medical aid was sum 
moned. 


Dr. Galvin was the first physiciau to 


reach the place, and he did all that was 
possible. Other doctors soon arrived 
arid the injured were taken to the 
hospital. The ambulance was caheu 
anil made two trips for those who were 
suffering worst, and the others were 
taken in carriages, reaching the hos- 
pital about 5 o'clock. There they were 
cared for by Drs .Galvin, O. J. Brown, 
M. M. Brown, Curran, Bushnell and 
Jones. 


There was hard worrk"for some hours, 


many stitches having to be taken in 
some of the wounds. Miss Brown was 
put under the influence of anesthetics, 
to enable the doctors to dress the 
wourxl in her thigh. 


After being cared for, Mr. Brown, 


Mr. Wood and Mr. Dupree were able 
to be taken to their homes. 


Tlie Briber's Stfrry 


Peter Dupree, the driver, was seen at 


his home on State street this morning, 
and told this story of the accident: 


"1 was seated on the high seat alone, 


and all wrapped up in the blankets. 
The horses were going at a little faster 
than a walk, as we were on a down 
grade. Inside the van the people were 
singing, 
"Carry the' news to Mary," 


and were having a very happy time. 
AH at once we struck a very icy place, 
and quick as a flash the wag'on slued, 
and toppled over. It went so quick 
that the only thing I can describe it 
to is putting a match to powder, and aa 
explosion. I- was thrown to the ground 
and must have struck on the track, and 
for a moment did not know anything. 
The cries of the people inside aroused 
me, and I began to try to do what 1 
could to get them out. I was bleeding 
terribly from this 
deep cut in my 


chin, and in horrible pain from my 
side, but started to work. The first 
thing I remember was Miss Brown cry- 
ing, 
"O save me, don't let them kill 


me." and I saw she was under the 
horses, and pinned down by the wagon. 
I lifted with all my might, and suc- 
ceeded in getting her out. 1 then be- 
gan on the others, and did not stop 
until I had got them all out. The rea- 
son we took that road instead of the 
other, was because we found the snow 
so deep on the other road which we 
took going up, that we thought it 
would be easier for the horses on that 
road. I never want to see another 
such a sight, and it broke me all up. I 
was crying like a baby when at work 
get-ting them out." 


At the Scene oftlie Accident 


Many from this city 
visited 
the 


scene of the accident today. There 
were signs of a hard struggle on the 
part of the horses to keep themselves 
in the road, while all around were ar- 
ticles belonging to those who were in 
the accident. 
Gold watches, pocket- 


books, etc., were scattered over the 
ground, and most of tnese wore re- 
covered. 


The wagon lay 
on the car tracks 


until the first car went over this morn- 
ing, when it was moved to one side. 


It would have taken veiy little more 


force to send the entire party over tht 
second embankment to the tracks ot 
t n p Kitchburj? division. 


The fence which the wagon broke, 


was an ordinary roadside fence, and 
looked stout enough, but the timbeL 
was found to be rotted this morning. 
No fence that could be built, howeve;, 
would hold the 
team 
which 
wont 


against it, the wagon alone weighing 
27UO pounds. 


Wllllamstowu or IS or 111 Adam* 


The question was raised at once this 


morning when the acciuent became gen- 
erally kntDwn, as to whether it occurred 
in this city or in Williamstown. City 
Solicitor Ashe and ether city officials 
w ent to the place and were there most 
of the morning. 


The town line is now being run, and 


markers have not yet been put iiv, since 
the annexation of a part of Williarns- 
"town to this city. The division line 
runs very near the place of the accident 
but it is believed that the accident was 
a srjnrt fii£l<ir.ie (j\f~ 
t'r.i !•"- 'r-to the 


town. 


A Dangerou* Plare 


The place wag kntetvn, to be one of 


danger. Seveva-i similar accidents ha\e 
been narrowly averted witiim a wcok. 
The road slopes very slightly down to- 
wards the bank on the south, and many 
drivers report that their teams have 


slued there, being saved only by trees.. 


Some days ago a Williamstown man 


reported the condition of the road to the 
Williamstown 
authorities 
and 
they 


sent men there to look after It. The ice 
was cut away from the north side of 
the road, making It more level, but this 
was done jus* east of the place where 
the accident happened.

Arthur Kearn 


Arthur Kearn, the boy who was kill- 


ed, was born in this city, the son of Mr. 
and Mrs. Robert Kearn of West Main 
street. He was 16 years old, and was a 
pupil in the ninth grade at the Mark 
Hopkins school, and led his class in 
"tudies. He played basketball, and was 
povular with ail his classmates. 


Medical Examiner O. J. Brown viewed 


the body and will report that death was 
caused by concussion, and 
probable 


fracture at the base of the skull.

MOVING A BRIDGE 


Big Crowds Watch Interesting Pro- 


cession Through Street 


The heaviest load ever drawn through 


the streets of this city was moved to- 
day from the Boston and Maine flreisrht 
yard to the Beaver, being an iron beam 
for one of the new bridges to be erected 
there. The beam is 82 feet long and 
weighs 23 tons. It was loaded upon, two 
heavy trucks and. drawn from the rail- 
road J>y five of the heaviest team of 
horses in the city, driven by John Wld- 
ders. 
The great load was drawn 


through Furnace street and up Main 
street, attracting much attention by its 
unusual size. 


At the corner of Main and Ea«!e 


streets there was a halt to give the 
horses a chance to get their breath, and 
when! the attempt was made to start 
up again there was trouble. The horses 
were headed up Eagle street, while the 
rear en-d of he load was well down Main 
sreet, and the florward truck instead 
of going ahead slued on the ice toward 
Rice's drug store, getting so close that 
it was impossible to get the load around 
the corner without moving the rear end 
up the street. 


A tackle was hitched to a telephone 


pole and with a tea mof horses the rear 
truck was moved to a point which enl- 
abled the men to proceed up Ea^e 
street. The live teams had about all 
they could to move the load, and when 
the Union street hill was reached it 
was necessary to hitch five more. 


This beam is for the upper bridge, 


and it was at first proposed to build a 
temporary bridge over which to draw it 
to its location, but as the lower Lr'^e 
will arrive next week it was decided 
that this would not pay, and it was 
therefore left at the side of the road to 
await 
the 
erectoion 
ofl the 
lower 


bridge, when it will be moved to its 
place and RPt up. There will be several 
more similarly heavy draflt"' in getting 
the two new bridr:e<» to th» P-eiver. The 
trucking IB done by Whitney Bro<?., and 
is the heaviest job they ever under- 
took.
